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PROFILE: 

GALLIENUS,  ROMAN  EMPEROR,  A.D.  253-268. 

(P.  Licinius  Egnatius  Gallienus)  The  son  of  the  Emperor  Valerian,  Gallienus 
was  made  co-emperor  soon  after  his  father’s  elevation  (a.d.  253)  and,  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  year,  was  entrusted  with  the  defence  of  the  Rhine  frontier.  In  the  ensuing 
years  he  achieved  considerable  success  against  the  German  tribes,  and  when  Valerian 
left  Rome  for  the  East  in  256,  Gallienus  was  charged  with  the  government  of  the 
Western  provinces.  After  tlie  capture  of  Valerian  by  the  Persians,  Gallienus 
found  himself  sole  ruler  of  an  empire  subject  not  only  to  fierce  barbarian  attacks  from 
without,  but  also  rent  by  internal  revolts,  famine  and  plague,  and  the  history  of  his 
reign  is  largely  made  up  of  frontier  wars  and  contests  with  provincial  usurpers. 
Much  of  the  Roman  East  came  under  the  control  of  Odenathus  of  Palmyra,  and  in 
A.D.  259  Gaul,  Spain  and  Britain  were  lost  to  the  central  government  when  Postumus, 
the  commander  of  the  Rhine  legions,  established  an  independent  em.pire  which  was 
destined  to  endure  for  about  fifteen  years.  Although  an  able  soldier,  Gallienus  was 
not  the  man  to  reconstitute  an  empire  showing  every  sign  of  disintegration,  and  after 
a  succession  of  campaigns  he  was  eventually  murdered  at  the  siege  of  Milan  in 
March,  a.d.  268,  being"^  then  in  his  fiftieth  year.  The  future  emperors  Claudius 
and  Aurelian  were  both  involved  in  the  conspiracy  of  Illyrian  officers  which  led 
to  the  assassination. 


A  FIXED  DATE  FOR  THE  EARLIEST  DENARII.

“  Silver  was  first  coined  in  the  year  of  the  city  485  (269  8  b.c.),  in  the  consulship 
of  Q.  Ogulnius  and  C.  Fabius,  five  years  before  the  first  Punic  War.  It  was  decided 
that  the  denarius  should  be  worth  ten  pounds  of  bronze  ...” 

Pliny,  Natural  History,  XXXIII,  43. 

Because  of  this  literary  evidence  from  the  writings  of  the  Elder  Pliny,  and  other 
passages  which  seemed  to  support  it,  it  was  at  one  time  an  article  of  faith  with 
numismatists  and  Roman  historians  that  the  beginning  of  the  denarius  system  in  the 
Roman  Republic  could  be  confidently  placed  in  269  b.c.,  and  that  this  was  one 
fixed  point  to  which  other  less  easily  datable  issues  of  coins  could  be  related.  The 
last  35  years,  however,  have  seen  much  discussion  of  the  accuracy  of  Pliny’s  statement, 
leading  to  the  putting  forward  of  many  alternative  dates  to  replace  the  one  which 
he  offers. 

In  1929  Mattingly  first  attacked  the  traditional  view  in  an  article^  which  attempted 
t  o  establish  a  new  arrangement  for  Roman  coinage  of  the  2nd  century  B.c.  At  this 
ti  me  his  suggestion  was  that  the  earliest  denarii  should  be  brought  down  to  the  time 
of  the  Second  Punic  War,  his  case  being  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  some  bronze 
sextantes,  with  similar  types  to  those  of  the  earliest  denarii,  are  overstruck  on 
Sardinian  coins  which  are  certainly  later  than  238  b.c.,  since  that  island  had  until 
then  been  under  the  control  of  Carthage;  and  overstriking  presupposes  an  emergency 
issue,  for  which  the  first  likely  occasion  would  have  been  the  revolts  against  Rome  in 
216  b.c.  Another  good  reason  for  taking  216  b.c.  as  a  terminus  post  quem  was  the 
nature  of  the  coinage  of  some  South  Italian  communities,  Capua  and  other  cities, 
which  seems  to  have  been  produced  at  this  time,  when  they  revolted  against  Rome 
and  joined  Hannibal.  Some  of  these  coins  are  minted  for  the  first  time,  others  are 
overstruck  on  Roman  bronze;  but  all  are  of  weights  which  belong  to  the  ‘  semi- 
libral  ’  standard,  where  the  as  weighs  approximately  half  a  Roman  pound,  whereas 
the  denarius  seems  to  be  tied  to  the  ‘  sextantal  ’  standard,  in  which  the  as  has  been 
reduced  to  two  ounces.  The  length  of  time  which  this  reduction  took  is  uncertain, 
but  it  is  accepted  that  it  was  not  a  sudden  one,  but  spread  gradually  over  a  number 
of  years. 

Very  soon  afterwards,  however,  giving  the  question  their  undivided  attention, 
Mattingly  and  Robinson  refined  upon  this  first  attempt,  and  concluded  that  an 
even  later  date  was  likely.-  They  felt  that  there  seemed  to  be  no  evidence  or 
opportunity  for  the  new  system  of  weight  standards  and  the  financial  settlement 
which  the  introduction  of  the  denarius  implied,  either  during  the  Second  Punic  War 
or  the  wars  in  Macedon  and  Syria  which  followed  it.  Their  final  decision  was  that 
a  reference  to  72ovi  fmmmi,  “  new  coins,”  in  the  prologue  to  the  Casina  of  Plautus, 
presumed  to  have  been  written  for  a  revival  of  that  play  soon  after  its  author’s  death 
in  184  B.C.,  must  be  applied  to  the  denarius,  and  that  the  title  of  another  play  of 
Plautus,  the  Trinummus,  dated  c.  190  b.c.  could  only  make  sense  if  the  ‘  nummus  ’ 
in  this  case  was  the  quadrigatus,  another  coin  which  must  have  preceded  the  denarial 
system.  Within  the  upper  and  lower  limits  of  dating  thus  defined,  the  year  187, 
when  the  Roman  government  set  an  example  to  all  future  governments  by  repaying 
in  full  ail  the  extra  taxes  which  had  been  levied  during  the  course  of  the  Second 
Punic  War,  stood  out  as  an  obvious  occasion  for  the  introduction  of  a  new  standard. 

From  this  time  onwards  only  a  few  die-hards  maintained  the  view  that  the 
denarius  system  could  go  back  to  269  b.c.,  but  many  were  not  willing  to  see  its 
introduction  postponed  until  after  the  beginning  of  the  2nd  century.  In  particular, 
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it  u  as  hard  to  believe  that  Livy,  so  much  of  whose  narrative  is  obviously  based  upon 
historic^  records  and  inscriptions,  could  have  been  wrong  in  listing  large  quantities 
of  bigati  and  denarii  among  the  booty  gained  in  the  wars  in  Spain  and  Gaul  between 
197  and  194  b.c.  Most  historians  accepted  the  Mattingly  Robinson  date,  which 
is  now  the  one  usually  found  in  historical  text  books,  but  some  numismatists  came 
to  favour  a  date  during  the  Second  Punic  War,  notably  J.  G.  Milne,  who  claimed=^ 
that  the  literary  evidence  in  particular  could  best  be  interpreted  in  favour  of  the 
3’ear  217,  and  Karl  Pink^  who  considered  that  the  termination  of  the  Board  of  Viri 
Mensarii,  about  210  b.c.,  was  a  significant  fact.  Meanwhile,  Mattingly  himself 
had  been  attracted  by  the  idea  of  Sydenham'*  that  the  denarial  system  had  begun  in 
Bruttium,  about  187,  long  before  it  had  been  adopted  in  Rome,  and  that  a  truer  date 
for  its  adoption  by  the  Romans  would  be  170  169  b.c.« 

At  the  same  time,  however,  Thomsen’s  monumental  work  on  the  early  coinage 
of  the  Republic  had  been  appearing."  His  second  volume,  analysing  all  available 
evidence  which  might  bear  on  this  particular  problem,  eventually  presented  the 
conclusion  that  the  denarius  was  first  minted  in  211  b.c.,  or  a  year  or  two  before, 
and  that  the  ‘  victoriate,’  struck  at  a  lower  standard  for  the  purpose  of  trade  with 
Greece  and  the  East,  was  contemporary  with  it. 

The  weight  of  Thomsen’s  arguments  made  them  convincing  in  themselves ;  and 
by  great  good  fortune  they  have  received  convincing  support  from  recent  archaeo¬ 
logical  excavations  in  Sicily.  On  the  site  of  the  ancient  Morgantina  (now  Serra 
Orlando),  which  revolted  against  Rome  in  211  b.c.,  during  the  Second  Punic  War, 
there  is  a  clearly  defined  ‘  destruction  layer,’  which  can  be  confidently  assigned  to 
the  time  of  this  event.  The  excavators  report*^  that  one  coin  hoard,  found  in  a 
sealed  deposit  belonging  to  the  time  of  this  destruction,  contained  five  denarii, 
of  a  style  recognised  as  very  early  in  the  series,  and  four  ‘  victoriates,’  and  that  all 
these  coins  show’  very  little  evidence  of  use. 

As  a  result  of  this,  Thomsen’s  dating,  and,  by  implication,  his  conclusions  as  to 
the  circumstances  in  which  the  denarius  series  was  first  put  into  circulation,  must 
be  accepted.  This  gives  a  firm  basis  for  at  least  one  event  in  the  history  of  early 
Roman  coinage,  and  should  lead  to  further  constructive  thinking  about  many  topics : 
for  instance,  the  relationship  between  Roman  coins  and  the  Athenian  ‘  new  style  ’ 
issues,  which  now  seem  not  to  have  been  issued  before  196  b.c.,  and  show  many 
striking  similarities,  in  the  development  of  the  monograms  and  names  of  moneyers 
on  them,  to  the  early  denarii ;  and  there  will  have  to  be  some  rewriting  of  the  history 
books.

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THE  BRITANNIA  REVERSE.

III.  Croker  and  His  Time. 

Partly  because  there  had  been  a  glut  of  William  III  coppers,  produced  privately 
under  patent  but  more  on  account  of  self-imposed  difficulties  encountered  by  the 
Mint  in  producing  the  right  quality  of  line  copper  for  the  coinage,  the  thirteen 
year's  of  Anne’s  reign  saw  no  copper  coins  issued  for  circulation  although  there  was 
an  ever  increasing  demand  for  them  by  the  working  classes.  John  Croker  who 
became  chief  engraver  at  the  Mint  in  1705  produced  several  pattern  pieces  of  a 
uniformly  high  quality  however.  The  pattern  halfpennies  show  a  seated  Britannia 
in  flowing  robes,  her  right  leg  bare  or  stockinged  in  the  tradition  of  the  Roettier’s 
farthing.  On  some  varieties  she  holds  a  rose  and  a  thistle  growing  on  one  stem,  an 
obvious  reference  to  the  English- Scottish  Union.  A  crown  is  generally  placed 
above  Britannia’s  head.  The  pattern  farthings  are  more  numerous  and  show  an  a 
ideal  combination  of  imagination  and  craftsmanship.  Well  rounded  Britannias  are  " 
set  within  extremely  attractive  borderings,  including  plain  and  ornamental  imier 
circles  and  large  toothed  milling  around  the  edges.  On  one  reverse  she  finds 
herself  statue-like  in  a  niche  or  pillared  porch.  So  compact  and  well  planned  are 
these  coins  that  in  some  ways  they  remind  us  of  nicely  struck  Roman  denarii. 

There  has  been  some  controversy  over  the  rare  “  farthing  ”  of  1713  which  shows 
Britannia  helmeted  and  standing  with  spear  and  olive  branch,  the  words  “  Bello  et 
Pace  ”  set  incuse  into  the  heavy  rim.  After  some  conjecture  Montague  finally 
concluded  that  this  piece  was  nothing  more  than  a  sort  of  poor  man’s  “  Peace  of 
Utrecht  ”  medal  which,  in  its  portrait  of  Britannia,  it  closely  resembles.  Peck  is 
not  so  sure.  He  puts  forward  the  very  plausible  theory  that,  although  it  may  not 
have  been  an  official  pattern,  it  could  have  been  produced  by  a  private  die  sinker 
who  visualized  the  splendid  standing  Britannia  of  the  “  Utrecht  ”  medal  appearing 
on  the  official  British  coinage.  Craig  reminds  us  that  “  to  supplement  their  salaries 
and  keep  their  hands  in,  engravers  were  at  liberty  to  sell  replicas,  in  any  metal,  of 
official  medals  and  to  design,  strike  with  Mint  presses  and  Mint  labour,  and  sell 
medals  of  their  own  with  plain  historical  designs  and  inscriptions  in  memory  of 
great  actions.”  Perhaps  if,  as  Montague  had  surmised,  it  was  a  souvenir  sold 
cheaply  on  the  streets,  it  would  not  be  unreasonable  to  have  expected  a  few  more 
of  them  to  have  survived. 

All  Croker’s  patterns  are  characterised  by  a  high  finish  and  detailed  accuracy. 

In  fact  it  is  hardly  unreasonable  to  claim  that  they  have  the  polished  perfection  of  a  > 
couplet  by  Alexander  Pope,  his  great  contemporary.  The  Britannia  of  the  1714  | 
pattern  farthing,  which  only  the  Queen’s  death  prevented  from  being  mass  produced 
as  current  coin,  is  the  type  which  is  the  best  reminder  of  the  changing  style  of  the 
times  however.  Instead  of  being  relegated  to  the  limbo  of  unadapted  patterns  this 
Britannia  type  v/as  carried  forward  on  to  the  coinage  of  the  Hanoverians ;  indeed  it 
remained  a  standard  for  the  next  sixty  years.  The  first  thing  to  notice  is  the  way 
in  which  the  old  over-spilling  abundance  and  heavy  “  mother  goddess  ”  quality 
has  entirely  vanished.  Instead  we  have  a  prim  eighteenth  century  lady,  modelled, 
it  has  been  said,  from  the  Queen  herself,  tightly  corsetted,  stiffly  posed,  perky, 
alert  with  a  new  jaunty  pride.  This  is  a  very  far  cry  from  the  sorrowing  Britannia 
of  the  Antonine  series.  Her  nipped  waist  emphasises  a  large  bosom.  The  drapery 
now  artfully  conceals  the  legs;  this  is  said  to  have  been  a  personal  concession  to 
Anne’s  own  sense  of  propriety.  Her  hair  style  is  of  contemporary  fashion  and  much 
the  same  as  that  of  the  Queen’s  on  the  obverse.  Her  arms  and  legs  seem  tensed  as 
though  she  were  some  poised  dancer,  frozen  for  a  moment  in  a  calculated  pose. 
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She  has,  in  addition,  all  the  daintiness  of  a  female  dancer  but  we  should  not  overlook 
a  new  artificiality  about  her  which  had  not  been  present  before. 

The  old  triangular  form  is  broken  into  and  opened  up.  The  lines  representing 
the  folds  of  the  drapery  indicate  less  majesty  but  are  more  dramatic  or  perhaps 
melodramatic.  Her  right  arm  is  a  compromise  betw^een  the  original  1672  types  and 
that  of  1699,  that  is  to  say  neither  reaching  upwards  nor  resting  down  on  her  knees 
but  stretching  out  in  front  of  her  parallel  to  the  exergue  line.  Although  Croker 
follows  the  1699  innovation  of  placing  Britannia’s  hand  high  up  the  spear  shaft,  he 
probably  realised  that  to  place  the  other  (right)  hand  on  her  knee  would  make  a  very 
clumsy  design.  To  have  returned  to  John  Roettier’s  original  uplifted  right  arm 
would  have  made  a  poor  over-obvious  composition  in  the  shape  of  a  Saint  Andrew’s 
cross.  This  compromise  helped  to  create  a  nicely  balanced  shape,  the  Union  Jack 
shield  being  again  directed  inwards  to  buttress  the  110°- 120°  angle  of  the  body 
and  spear. 

All  this  time  Britannia  did  not  cease  to  be  a  very  favourite  figure  for  British 
medals.  If  a  royal  personage  died,  Britannia  would  be  shown  mourning;  a  corona¬ 
tion  would  mean  a  reverse  with  Britannia  crowning  the  King.  She  rejoiced  at 
royal  births  and  weddings,  welcomed  William  III  (dressed  as  a  Roman  soldier) 
landing  at  Torbay  in  1688,  received  victorious  patriots  or  humiliated  captives, 
chased  the  enemy  fleets  or  contemplated  her  naval  strength.  British  patriotism 
was  interwoven  with  the  classical  obsession  which  enveloped  all  Europe  at  this  time. 
English  was  still  regarded  as  a  very  temporary  language  compared  to  the  eternal 
durability  of  Latin  and  Ancient  Greek  and  a  man  was  considered  something  of  a 
barbarian  if  he  had  not  culminated  his  education  with  a  stay  at  Rome.  With  the 
atmosphere  so  s’oaked  in  the  antique  it  is  little  wonder  that  some  of  the  subjects  of 
the  medal  reverses  seem  a  little  over-emphasised  for  many  people  today.  The 
rescuing  of  Britannia  from  Discord  by  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  as  Hercules 
(Culloden  Medal  by  Yeo,  1746)  is  a  good  example  of  this  Neo-Classical  over¬ 
exuberance  :  or  is  it  over-exuberance  ?  Perhaps  we  are  in  no  position  to  criticise, 
so  completely  has  the  true  meaning  and  art  of  allegory  passed  out  of  our  lives. 
In  any  case  the  supreme  craftsmanship  in  these  medals  always  carries  them  through. 

Before  the  seventeenth  century  had  ended  Britannia  had  already  been  portrayed 
holding  Neptune’s  trident  instead  of  her  traditional  spear.  The  trident  symbolised 
greater  power  and  mastery  of  the  seas ;  successive  medals  showed  Neptune  actually 
handing  over  this  emblem  of  mastery. 

In  1717  the  long  awaited  copper  coins  were  struck  and  put  into  circulation. 
These  are  the  small  thick  coins  Imown  as  dumps.  A  second  coinage  of  halfpence 
and  farthings  was  produced  in  1719.  These  were  bigger  and  thinner  but  all  have 
a  similar  reverse,  closely  based  on  Croker’s  last  pattern  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne. 
This  also  holds  true  of  the  1740-54  issue  of  coppers  in  the  next  reign.  In  fact 
P.  A.  Rayner,  in  “  The  Designers  and  Engravers  of  the  English  Milled  Coinage,” 
has  stated  that  all  the  farthing  reverse  dies  may  have  been  prepared  from  a  master 
punch  by  Croker  from  Anne’s  reign.  He  also  writes  that  “  the  task  of  engraving 
the  reverse  dies  for  this  coinage  was  now  the  duty  of  the  assistant  engraver.”  This 
post  was  now  held  by  Johann  Tanner  until  Croker’s  death  in  March  1741  when  he 
became  chief  engraver.  For  this  reason  Rayner  concludes  that  “  Tanner  probably 
made  the  reverses  for  all  the  coins  from  1729  until  he  became  Chief  Engraver,  after 
which  time  they  were  probably  engraved  by  Ochs  junior.”  Peck  comments 
however,  that  although  the  engraving  for  the  reverses  of  the  gold  and  silver  coi 
would  have  been  entrusted  to  the  limited  skill  of  the  assistant  engraver,  on  account 
of  the  straightforward  simplicity  of  these  symmetrical  heraldic  designs,  the  engraving 
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of  the  Britannia  reverse  for  the  coppers  would  have  been  an  “  artistic  composition,” 
as  difficult  to  make  as  the  obverse  portraits.  For  this  reason  he  concludes  that  the 
chief  engravers  most  probably  cut  the  Britannia  dies.  Whatever  the  truth  of  the 
matter  there  was  no  real  deviation  from  Croker’s  standard  Britannia  pose. 

In  1740  the  proud  words  of  “  Rule,  Britannia!”  were  written  and  are  close  to  the 
spirit  of  the  Britannia  reverses  of  the  period. 

While  waiting  for  the  official  coin  to  be  sent  from  London  in  1766,  Dublin 
produced  a  local  issue  of  copper.  Although  the  reverse  figure  is  that  of  Hibernia, 
it  is  so  obviously  a  free  copy  of  Croker’s  Britannia  type  that  it  deserves  mention. 
Following  Croker’s  design,  the  globe  beneath  her  is  almost  imperceptible  so  that 
she  seems  seated  most  uncomfortably  on  the  sharp  edge  of  the  Irish  harp.  The 
rather  tense  poise  of  the  original  has  been  emulated  giving  a  further  impression  of 
discomfort.  Her  thighs  have  become  disturbingly  large.  In  spite  of  ail  this,  the 
composition  remains  attractive,  probably  because  it  is  such  an  interesting  caricature 
of  the  Croker  design. 

Although  between  1729  and  1734,  165,7 12  in  copper  was  coined  by  the  Mint, 

it  failed  to  circulate  with  any  satisfaction.  Unlike  today,  the  banks  did  not  handle 
coppers,  seeing  them  only  as  tokens  for  silver  and  beneath  their  serious  consideration. 
The  labouring  classes  however  saw  little  else  but  copper  in  their  pay.  A  great  deal 
of  this  copper  was  now  counterfeit,  the  counterfeiters  being  encouraged  by  the 
laxity  of  the  law  and  the  ease  with  which  the  often  poorly  struck  official  coinage 
could  be  imitated.  The  coins  ultimately  accumulated  in  the  hands  of  shopkeepers 
who  were  unable  to  get  rid  of  them.  Requests  for  withdrawal  were  rejected  as  it 
would  have  been  too  expensive  an  undertaking  and  so  the  situation  remained  uneased. 

Many  of  the  false  coppers  are  known  as  evasions  because  instead  of  making 
exact  replicas  of  the  originals  the  coiners  altered  or  rewrote  the  legend  thus  avoiding 
the  more  serious  crime  of  forgery.  Therefore,  although  their  Britannias  are  still 
based  on  Croker’s,  the  surrounding  inscription  is  often  used  as  a  favourable  and 
loyal  comment  on  her,  like  “  Britannia  Rules  ”  or  “  Bonney  Gerl.”  On  other 
pieces  the  wording  is  meaningless  like  “  Pax  Placid  ”  and  “  British  Girls,”  or 
degenerates  into  mere  space  filling  where  the  very  letters  of  the  Vv^ords  are  jumbled 
up,  topsy  turvy  or  back  to  front.  Presumably  this  was  quite  good  enough  legend  to 
fool  the  illiterate  majority  among  whom  the  coins  would  have  their  largest  circulation. 
Large  quantities  of  these  coins  are  believed  to  have  originated  in  Birmingham, 
purposely  made  to  look  old  and  dark  so  that  there  would  be  no  bright  newness  to 
give  them  away  when  they  were  circulated.  They  were  sold  to  wholesalers  who 
profitably  sold  them  to  retailers  who  put  them  into  circulation.  By  the  middle  of 
the  century  they  accounted  for  nearly  two  fifths  of  the  English  copper  currency. 

Like  the  portrait  on  the  obverse,  the  Britannia  on  these  coins  varied  greatly. 
Some  are  almost  identical  to  Croker’s  original,  others  are  copied  but  in  a  naive 
manner.  Sometimes  the  Britannia  is  carefully  copied  but  all  Croker’s  modelling  is 
turned  into  flat  sketchy  line  engraving.  Often  she  is  a  cartoon  figure  and  occasionally 
an  absolute  monster  of  deformity,  so  that  we  can  imagine  Croker’s  feehngs  on  being 
shown  such  a  coin  as  being  similar  to  those  of  an  ancient  Greek  master  of  die 
engraving  seeing  for  the  first  time  a  barbarian  adaptation  of  his  work.

Condition  in  Coins.  How  far  is  condition  important  in  a  collection  of  coins  ?  There 
is  no  direct  answer  to  this,  as  several  factors  are  involved.  A  collection  consisting  of  worn 
specimens  only  would  not  bear  repeated  looking  over.  A  collection  in  mint  condition  would, 
but  there  are  many  series,  such  as  the  Greek  and  Roman,  where  anything  better  than  fine 
condition  is  often  difficult  to  obtain.  This  is  also  true  of  the  obsolete  Scottish  coinage,  where 
the  copper  coins  are  notoriously  difficult  to  get  in  any  but  worn  condition,  while  an  English 
example  is  the  copper  issue  of  William  and  Mary  which  circulated  into  the  reigns  of  Anne  and 
George  the  First,  and  is  often  highly  catalogued  in  the  fair  state.  Many  scarce  pieces  of  the 
greatest  historical  interest  like  the  Herodian  and  Pontius  Pilate  issues  are  often  ordy  mediocre. 

Coming  forward  some  centuries,  a  coin  like  the  shilling  of  Philip  and  Mary  costs  pounds 
in  the  best  condition  and  the  collector  has  to  pay  as  much  as  twenty  five  shillings  or  so  for 
even  a  poor  one.  This  sort  of  thing  is  true  also  of  the  Commonwealth  shilling  of  1658,  the 
year  that  Richard  Cromwell  succeeded  his  father.  So  there  are  times  when  the  collector  of 
ordinary  means  has  to  include  some  poorer  specimens  in  order  to  complete  whatever  series 
interests  him.  The  English  milled  silver  from  Charles  the  Second  onward  becomes  increasingly 
obtainable  in  the  higher  conditions,  until  with  the  18th  and  i9th  centuries  we  have  no  diffi¬ 
culty  in  getting  it  extremely  fine.  In  such  instances  it  is  not  worthwhile  to  go  for  the  poorer 
specimens.  So  it  appears  that  an  average  collection  will  necessarily  contain  coins  in  many 
classes  of  condition,  with  the  emphasis  on  the  best  one  can  afford.  The  modern  coins  will 
be  mint  or  nearly  so,  the  older  ones  at  least  fine,  and  scarcer  specimens  chosen  for  their  special 
interest  may  be  in  that  worn  state  which  after  all  becomes  their  antiquity.  Worn  silver  looks 
better  if  it  is  darkened  by  time.  Worn  coppers  are  enhanced  by  the  remarkable  patina  they 
often  acquire.

Pierced  coins  can  be  admitted  to  a  collection  within  reason.  Silver  coins  of  crown  size 
are  too  good  to  be  discarded  because  of  a  small  perforation,  which  can  easily  be  filled  with 
putty  or  plastic  metal.  Small  Greek  and  Roman  with  minute  piercings  are  equally  easy  to 
deal  with.  The  art  of  filling  is  to  avoid  a  clash  between  the  colours  of  the  coin  and  the  filling, 
and  not  to  spread  any  of  the  substance  on  to  the  surface  of  the  coin.  Perforated  copper  or 
nickel  is  seldom  worth  the  trouble.  The  writer  has  found  ordinary  putty  very  clean  and  simple 
to  use,  while  for  a  metallic  appearance,  the  BELCO  cellulose  putty  gives  good  results.  The 
smaller  the  hole,  the  neater  the  result,  and  large  holes  are  best  left  as  they  are.  Eastern  coins, 
especially  from  Morocco,  are  often  found  pierced  as  they  have  formed  part  of  female  adorn¬ 
ments  such  as  head-dresses,  and  these  are  too  common  to  be  worth  filling. — J.  R.  Butler. 

Kirmington  Hoard  Donation.  A  hoard  of  Roman  coins,  about  8,000  in  all,  which 
were  found  in  a  vase  during  excavations  on  Lord  Yarborough’s  estate  at  Kirmington,  Lines., 
two  years  ago,  has  been  presented  to  the  Scunthorpe  museum  by  the  Earl.  Mr.  Michael 
Kirkby,  the  museum’s  curator,  said  yesterday  the  coins  would  be  on  show  to  the  public  in 
a  month’s  time. —  Yorkshire  Post,  13th  July,  1963. 

Appeal  for  Norton  Treasure  Trove.  Brig. -Gen.  Sir  Edward  Whitley,  90,  of  Campfield 
House,  Malton,  Yorkshire,  is  trying  to  save  for  Mahon’s  Roman  Museum  a  number  of  Roman 
coins  dug  up  by  workmen  at  Norton,  near  by.  A  “  treasure  trove  ”  inquest  decided  that  the 
coins,  which  include  the  Mark  Antony  Denarius,  were  Crown  property.  They  were  offered 
to  the  British  Museum,  but  museum  officials  decided  they  should  be  sold  and  Sir  Edward  is 
appealing  for  £50  to  defray  the  cost  for  the  local  museum. — Daily  Telegraph,  2^thjuly,  1963. 

Goldsmiths’  Company  Grant  to  British  Museum.  A  rare  gold  coin  of  the  reign 
cf  Alarcus  Aurelius  Carausius,  Emperor  of  Britain  between  287  and  293  A.D.,  has  been  acquired 
by  the  British  Museum — purchased  with  the  aid  of  a  generous  grant  from  the  Worshipful 
Company  of  Goldsmiths. 

Carausius,  a  Menapian,  holding  a  naval  commission  against  Saxon  pirates  in  the  channel 
from  Maximian,  Roman  ruler  of  Gaul,  was  sentenced  to  death  by  the  Senate  in  Rome  for 
corruption.  He  escaped  to  Britain  where  his  fleet  joined  him  in  support  of  his  claim  as 
independent  ruler  of  Britain  and  Emperor.  As  well  as  holding  Britain,  Carausius  controlled 
the  Channel  and  for  a  time  the  North  Coast  of  Gaul  and  issued  coins  from  mints  both  in 
Britain  and  Gaul.  The  splendid  “  Aureus  ”  now  acquired  is  one  of  a  rare  series  issued  by 
the  mint  at  Rouen,  the  ancient  Rotomagus. — Glasgozv  Herald,  18r/z  July,  1963.  [Illustrated 
in  the  March  Bulletin,  plate  20]. 

An  EBOR  penny  of  Henry  I.  A  rare  coin  of  the  reign  of  Henry  I  (1100-35),  a  period 
which  saw  the  foundation  of  the  great  Yorkshire  Abbeys  of  Rievaulx,  Fountains  and  Byland, 
has  been  acquired  by  the  Yorkshire  Museum,  York.  Though  coins  of  this  date  are  compara¬ 
tively  rare  in  themselves,  this  specimen  is  doubly  rare  as  it  is  a  York-minted  coin,  signed  by  a 
moneyer  called  Herman  over  the  city’s  abbreviated.  Latinised  name  of  ebor.  The  name 
Everwic  is  usually  found  on  coins  of  this  time.  The  coin  displays  the  small  crack  typical  of 
the  later  coins  of  Henry  I.  Earlier  moneyers  had  debased  the  silver,  were  summoned  to 
Winchester  and  paid  the  penalty.  People  then  began  to  nick  the  coins  to  test  the  silver. 
A  second  group  of  people  refused  to  take  nicked  coins  so,  to  even  things  up,  the  Government 
nicked  every  coin  before  it  left  the  Mint. —  Yorkshire  Evening  Press,  ISthJuly,  1963. 

Coin  Expert  Moves.  Air.  Alichael  Dolley,  who  has  specialised  in  the  study  of  Viking 
Age  coin  hoards  discovered  in  Britain  and  Scandinavia,  will  leave  the  British  iVluseum,  where 
he  has  been  an  assistant  keeper  in  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Aiedals  for  12  years.  He  will 
become  lecturer  in  medieval  history  at  Queen’s  Universitv,  Belfast,  on  Oct.  1. — Daily  Telegraph, 
29th,July,  1963. 


NOTES  ON  THE  ARMY  AND  R.A.F.  GENERAL 

SERVICE  MEDAL. 

By  Alec  A.  Purves. 

1.  Swivel  Mounts. 

It  has,  of  course,  been  known  for  some  time  that  the  more  recent  issues  of  this 
medal  have  swivel  type  mounts,  similar  to  those  in  general  use  before  World  War  I, 
and  that  medals  with  the  head  of  King  George  VI  and  Malaya  bar  appear  both 
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with  non-swivelling  and  swivelling  mounts,  while  issues  of  the  present  reign  have 
the  latter  type. 

Some  years  ago,  however,  I  came  across  a  medal  with  Palestine  1945-48  bar 
(George  VI,  with  Indiae  Imp.),  with  the  swivel  type  mount.  This  undoubtedly 
appears  to  be  a  late  issue  (or  perhaps  a  re-issue,  but  is  not  marked  as  a  duplicate), 
and  it  is  noted  that  the  Royal  Mint  has  used  the  earlier  obverse  rather  than  the 
later  type  (without  hidiae  Imp.)  w’hich  would  have  been  current  at  the  time  of  the 
return  to  the  swivel  type  mount. 

In  reply  to  my  enquiry,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Mint  very  kindly 
told  me  (in  Sept.  1958)  that  they  had  been  issuing  the  medal  with  the  swivel  mount 
since  1954.  At  that  time  they  had  a  request  from  the  War  Office  to  modify  the 
rnounts  of  army  medals  and  at  the  same  time  to  adopt  mounts  where  possible  that 
did  not  cover  any  part  of  the  inscription  or  design  on  the  flan.  The  eventual  outcome 
I  was  the  general  adoption  of  the  type  of  clamp,  attaching  the  mount  to  the  medal, 
which  theAlint  terms  the  three-pin  clamp.  To  fix  this  type  of  clamp  directly  onto 
the  medal  rim,  they  have  to  use  a  swivel  ty^pe  bar  (//z  this  instance  the  use  of  the  word 
bar,  by  the  Royal  Mint,  is  apparently  synonymous  with  “  mount  ”  or  “  suspender  ”). 
They  were  thus  reverting  to  mounts  which  were  universally  used  pre-1925.  They 
do  not  regard  these  changes  as  changes  of  design,  both  types  of  bar  mount,  swivel 
or  fixed,  having  the  same  external  appearance. 

The  reversions  so  far  (Sept.  1958)  to  the  swivel  mount  had  been  applied  to  the 
following  medals:  Army  and  R.A.F.  Genl.  Service;  Africa  G.S.;  Naval  Gen. 
Service;  L.S.  &  G.C.  Medals  (Naval,  R.A.F.,  King’s  African  Rifles,  R.W.A.F.F., 
and  R.F.R.);  and  Champion  Shot  R.A.F.  Most  of  these  issues  had,  at  that  time, 
been  made  in  small  numbers,  and  all  since  1955. 

I  would  have  thought  that  the  reference  by  the  Royal  Mint,  to  1925,  as  the  year 
up  to  which  swivel  mounts  were  used,  was  a  rather  late  date,  especially  as  the 
British  War  Medal,  Territorial  War  Medal,  xMercantile  Marine  Medal,  and  others, 
had  already  appeared  before  that  year,  the  date  may,  perhaps,  relate  only  to  medals 
which  had  previously  had  swivel  mounts  but  had  been  changed  to  fixed  mounts, 
such  as  the  Naval  L.S.  &  G.C.  Medal. 

2.  Two  Dies  of  the  Malaya  Bar. 

Although  a  second  die  for  the  Malaya  bar  must  have  been  in  use  for  nearly 
ten  years,  I  have  not  so  far  seen  any  reference  to  it  in  any  medal  book  or  dealer’s 
I  publication.  I  came  across  it  quite  by  chance,  having  bought  the  medal  (to  the 
Sufiblks)  early  in  1962,  but  did  not  notice  that  the  bar  was  different  from  noiTnal 
until  near  the  end  of  the  year.  There  is  no  basic  difference  in  the  length  or  width 
of  the  bar,  or  in  the  border;  the  letters,  however,  although  of  the  same  height,  are 
more  widely  spaced  than  in  what  I  will  call  Die  I. 

In  Die  I,  the  distance  from  the  left  vertical  of  the  m  to  the  right-hand  base  of 
the  final  a,  is  approximately  19  mm.  or  48  64ths  of  an  inch,  while  in  Die  II  the 
distance  is  20  mm.  or  51  '64ths. 

I  have  just  recently  come  across  another  example,  also  to  the  SulTolks,  in  the 
original  box  of  issue,  and  it  is  clear  that  this  medal  was  issued  during  the  present 
reign,  as  the  Queen’s  crown  is  shown  on  the  box,  and  the  small  manilla  envelope 
is  marked  “  e.r.”  The  medal  bears  the  head  of  George  VI. 

From  examination  of  quite  a  number  of  medals  in  dealers’  stocks,  it  would 
seem  that  relatively  few  Die  II  bars  are  found  among  George  VI  medals,  but 
Elizabeth  II  medals  show  Die  I  and  Die  II  in  approximately  equal  numbers.  I  do 
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not  think  there  is  any  appreciable  difference  in  value  between  the  two  dies,  but 
the  point  is  really  of  academic  interest,  “  for  the  record.”  Incidentally,  the  same 
situation  exists  with  some  of  the  bars  of  the  Military  G.S.  Medal,  1793-1814,  and 
even  here  there  is  no  recognised  difference  in  value  between  the  various  dies. 

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


The  Coventry  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  At  the  July 
meeting  of  the  Society  Mr.  E.  C.  Joslin  gave  an  interest¬ 
ing  talk  on  “  Aledallic  Literature.” 

Even  the  medal  collectors  of  the  Society  were 
astonished  to  find  that  so  much  had  been  written  and 
illustrated  on  medal  lore.  As  Mr.  Joslin  said  “  many 
of  the  early  authors  of  medal  books  w’ere  men  of  both 
wealth  and  position  and  were  able  not  only  to  collect 
and  write  of  their  hobby  but  were  also  well  able  to  pay 
all  publication  costs.” 

As  part  of  the  evening’s  extertainment  we  were  very 
privileged  to  see  and  handle  many  volumes  on  medals 
and  decorations  from  the  early  volumes  to  those  of 
recent  years.  Among  the  works  examined  during 
Mr.  Joslin’s  talk  were  such  as  Burke’s  ”  Book  of  Orders 
of  Knighthood,”  Trost’s  “  Die  Ritter  und  Verdienst 
Orden,”  Carter’s  “  War  Aledals  of  the  British  Army  ” 
and  Tancred’s  “  Historical  Records.”  There  were 
books  by  Long  and  Smyth,  Alayo  and  O’Aloore,  Creagh, 
Dalton  and  Elvin,  Gordon  and  Dorling  ...  as  well  as  a 
beautifully  illustrated  work  “  direct  from  Moscow.” 
There  were  also  sale  catalogues  of  some  of  the  early 
great  medal  sales. 

Among  the  medallic  exhibits  were  a  gold  Hong  Kong 
Plague  Aiedal  and  a  large  gold  medal  of  Seringapatam 
(1799),  a  Victoria  Cross  of  the  “  Alutiny  ”  days  and  a 
Stanhope  Gold  Aiedal,  a  Peninsula  Gold  Cross  and 
Gold  Aiedal  .  .  .  and  many,  many  more,  all  of  great 
beauty  and  all  very  excellent,  especially  the  medal 
awarded  to  Alajor  Edwards  of  Alultan  and  the  Punjab 
Wars.  Ceremonial  swords  were  also  shown  in  company 
with  a  very  beautiful  aquatint. 

Horncastle  &  Dist.  Coin  Club.  A  gold  stater  of 
the  Coritani  tribe  was  exhibited  to  members  of  the 
Horncastle  and  District  Coin  Club  at  their  July  meeting 
held  at  the  Old  Rectory,  Low  Townton. 

It  was  brought  by  Air.  H.  Alassop  of  Alarschchapel, 
who  discoursed  on  it.  He  said  that  only  three  examples 
of  this  coin  exist  in  the  world  and  they  date  about 
100  B.c.  The  Coriti  tribe  originally  dwelt  in  Leicester, 
Rutland  and  Norfolk  but  were  pushed  northwards  by 
the  Roman  invasion.  The  coin  w'as  found  recently  on 
the  East  Yorkshire  coast  and  is  in  remarkably  fine 
condition.  It  is  about  the  size  and  weight  of  a  sovereign, 
concave,  and  has  the  letters  asv  esvp  above  and  below 
the  disjointed  horse,  which  itself  is  a  copy  of  an  earlier 
Greek  coin. 

A  hoard  of  coins  of  this  tribe  was  found  some  years 
ago  at  South  Ferriby  in  Lincolnshire. 

Air.  Hallgarth,  of  Grimsby,  although  not  able  to  be 
present,  sent  along  three  coins  to  be  identified  and  they 
proved  to  be  two  copper,  and  one  base  silver,  jettons, 
date  about  1600-1650.  The  silver  jetton  is  rather 
unusual  as  it  is  not  usual  to  have  had  them  made  in 
silver. 

The  eleven  members  decided  to  hold  the  next 
meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September  at  the 
secretary’s  house. 

Kent  Num.  Soc.  The  June  meeting  of  the  Society 
was  held  at  Alaidstone  Aluseum  on  Friday  the  14th 
of  the  month,  the  principal  item  being  a  most  interesting 
talk  given  by  Air.  Hartridge  entitled  ”  Aloney  Weights.” 

Air.  Hartridge  traced  the  probable  origin  of  our 
weights  system  from  the  Saxons,  the  Troy  weights, 
named  after  Troyes  in  Champagne,  being  a  later 
introduction  by  the  Norman  invaders.  In  a  statute  of 
Henry  III  the  following  was  written,  “  By  consent  of 
the  whole  realm  of  England,  the  Kings  measure  was 
made,  that  is  to  say,  that  an  English  penny,  which  is 
called  a  sterling,  pound  without  clipping,  shall  weigh 
xx.xii  grains  of  wheat  dry  in  the  middest  of  the  ear; 
and  XX  pence  make  an  ounce  and  xii  ounces  make  a 
pound.”  The  weights  thus  established  stand  to  this 


day  with  the  exception  of  a  change  in  the  number  of 
grains  to  the  pennyweight. 

Air.  Hartridge  quoted  many  examples  of  coins  o^ 
both  silver  and  gold  which  weighed  various  strange 
number  of  grains,  for  example  a  gold  penny  of  Henry  III 
minted  in  1257  which  weighed  45  J  grains  and  the 
gold  florin  of  Edward  III  minted  in  1344  which  was  of 
six  shillings  value  and  weighed  108  grains.  The 
reign  of  James  I  was  probably  one  of  the  most  confusing 
from  the  weights  point  of  view  because  a  large  quantity 
of  Scottish  gold  coins  were  loosed  onto  the  English 
market  to  circulate  alongside  much  continental  gold 
coins  which  had  become  acceptable  in  trade.  James  I 
also  issued  five  sets  of  coins  during  his  reign  which  were 
of  varying  weights,  the  later  issue  being  some  22 
lighter  than  the  first. 

It  is  clear  from  the  variety  of  coin  weights  that  some 
means  must  be  had  to  weigh  coins  used  in  trade.  It 
is  thought  that  the  early  Egyptians  and  Chinese  used  a 
form  of  scales  while  it  is  certain  from  finds  that  the 
Romans  used  scales  almost  identical  with  English 
medieval  sets.  Air.  Hartridge  spoke  of  the  numerous 
types  of  scales  used  in  this  country  from  Saxon  times, 
and  pointed  out  that  a  fine  e.xample  of  Saxon  scales 
W'as  to  be  seen  in  this  Aluseum  (Maidstone). 

Air.  Hartridge  exhibited  from  his  collection  an 
ancient  Egyptian  glass  weight  and  two  Roman  coins  of 
Gallienne  and  Tiberius  showing  the  hand  and  scales  on 
the  reverse,  and  pointed  out  that  further  evidence  of 
the  practice  of  weighing  money  is  shown  by  the  names 
of  present  coins  which  were  originally  weights  such  as 
Livre,  Lire,  Shekel,  Pound.  The  names  of  many 
private  makers  of  weights  and  sets  are  known,  the  names 
and  addresses  of  20  such  people  being  listed  in  a  book 
called  ‘‘  The  Signboards  of  Old  London  Shops  ”  by 
Sir  Ambrose  Heal,  F.S.A.,  1947. 

Air.  Hartridge  concluded  his  most  intersting  talk 
with  an  exhibition  of  items  of  interest  from  his  collection, 
some  of  which  have  been  used  in  illustration  of  his  talk.

Sheffield  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on 
June  19th  Mr.  Alarshall  gave  a  very  interesting  account 
of  the  authorisation  of  the  issue  of  medals  for  service 
in  the  191418  War.  Fie  described  each  of  the  medals, 
giving  the  history  of  the  reasons  for  their  issue,  and 
explained  the  difficulties  encountered  in  deciding  which 
men  should  be  entitled  to  them.  Air.  Alarshall  dis¬ 
cussed  the  controversies  which  took  place  in  official 
circles  and  dissatisfaction  among  the  troops.  He  explained 
how  some  men  wounded  in  action  were  not  officially 
entitled  to  any  medal  and  how,  on  the  other  hand,  some 
men  w'ho  had  never  seen  action  were  awarded  medals. 

Air.  Smith  spoke  on  the  campaign  medals  issued  for 
battles  in  India.  These  beautiful  medals  have  combina¬ 
tions  of  23  possible  bars  and  Air.  Smith  described  all 
of  these  giving  the  regiments  which  were  present  at 
the  campaign.  He  explained  why  some  bars  were  rare 
whilst  others  were  comparatively  common,  and  des¬ 
cribed  the  various  form  of  lettering  employed  in  naming 
the  medals. 

Air.  Gibson,  though  suffering  from  a  sore  throat,  gave 
a  brief  introduction  to  the  Alohammedan  coins  of  India, 
describing  the  spread  of  Mohammedanism  with  the 
invading  tribes.  This  introduction  gave  a  foretaste  of  a 
most  interesting  lecture  for  the  future. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  a  sale  of  duplicate 
coins  took  place,  the  proceeds  being  donated  to  the 
Society’s  funds,  and  a  short  general  discussion  followed. 

West  Midland  Num.  Soc.  The  topic  at  the  July 
meeting  of  the  West  Alidland  Numismatic  Society  was 
“  Funny  Aloney  ”  and  many  interesting  and  unusual 
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items  were  brought  along  by  the  members  for  discussion 
and  comment.  A  reporter  and  photographer  from  the 
local  Press  were  also  at  the  meeting  and  photographs 
were  taken  of  some  of  the  members  examining  their 
coins  and  also  of  a  piece  of  Chinese  knife  money. 
The  coins  and  tokens  were  of  a  very  varied  nature — 
there  were  hop  tokens  from  a  farm  in  Surrey;  a  Scottish 
Presbyterian  Communion  Token,  reminding  us  of  the 
days  of  the  Covenanters  when  religion  w’as  uppermost 
in  men’s  minds;  Ormonde  Money  to  pay  the  adherents 
of  Charles  I  in  Ireland,  under  the  faithful  and  loyal 
Duke  of  Ormonde;  and,  almost  inevitably,  the  familiar 
Newark  siege-piece,  always  guaranteed  to  arouse 
interest  with  its  curious  diamond  shape  and  historical 
associations.  There  were  many  other  coins  too — the 
tiny  but  thought-provoking  Romano-British  minimi; 
a  penny  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  the  only  coin  issued 
for  that  Canadian  outpost;  a  Venetian  sequin,  and  per¬ 
haps  the  most  curious  piece  of  all — an  ordinary  penny, 
placed  on  a  railway  line  and  flattened  into  an  elongated 
shape  but  still  retaining  its  design  intact.

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
on  the  8th  June,  which  was  held  in  Leeds  City  Museum, 


the  speaker  was  Dr.  B,  S.  J.  Isserlin,  of  the  Department 
of  Semitics,  The  University,  Leeds. 

Dr.  Isserlin  was  reporting  on  the  Archaeological 
work  recently  earned  out  on  the  Phoenician  site  of 
Motya  in  Sicily.  He  outlined  the  importance  of  the 
island  site  of  Alotya  which  was  a  sea  base  for  the 
Phoenician  peoples,  and  discussed  the  fortifications, 
houses  and  cemetery  site  which  was  excavated  early  in 
this  century,  before  going  on  to  consider  more  recent 
excavations  in  1955,  61  and  62,  which  explored  further 
similar  areas. 

His  talk  was  illustrated  by  lantern  slides  showing 
the  detail  of  the  buildings  and  the  finds  which  were 
recovered.  In  addition  he  showed  two  short  films  which 
portrayed  work  in  progress.  Dr.  Isserlin  recorded  that 
he  could  not  rnention  coins  with  any  detail  to  interest 
the  Numismatic  Society,  but  said  that  a  number  of 
Syracusan  coins  of  the  4th  Century  B.c.  had  been  found 
in  a  pit  dug  near  the  harbour  after  the  site  had  finally 
been  abandoned  in  397  b.c. 

The  topic  for  the  meeting  was  a  change  from  the 
usual,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  was  of  interest  to  local 
members  to  hear  something  of  the  work  being  carried 
out  by  Archaeologists  from  Leeds  and  London.
